In Number of Counties 


Despite the fact that the vote 
in Fulton county Wednesday re- 
dluced the number of counties in the 
United States from 3,072 to 3,071, 
Georgia still ranks second in the 


entire Union with 160, 

Texas, with an area 
square miles, leads the 
254 counties, and Georgia, with 
an area of only 59.265 square 
miles, now has 160. ‘The smallest 
number of counties listed for any 
single state, according to the 1931 
World Almanac, is three for Dela- 
ware, with Rhode Island second, 
having five.

Miss 
Ruth Nichols, of Rye, N. Y., who has 
flown a plane slightly more than 210 
miles an hour, the highest speed ever 
attained by a woman. The second is 
a Canadian, Miss Edith Elizabeth 
McColl, of Galt, Ont., whose plans be- 
came known yesterday after it was 
learned definitely that Miss Nichols is 
intent on making the flight. 

Miss McColl, a little blonde stenog- 
rapher, has been flying quite a bit in 
Canada although she is not so well 
known as Miss Nichols. Her first 
flight was made at the age of 11, 
and she has been at it consistently 
since that time. 


Her flight is sponsored by P. A. 
Broadbent, of Toronto, who said she 
would use a large cabin monoplane for 


the venture. The ship is now being 
overhauled.

board as essential to the new superin- 

tendent of the municipal institution. 
Hright Future Seen. 


In accepting the superintendency of | 


Grady hospital, Mr. Franklin an- 
nounced that his policy at the city 
hospital will be “a square deal to 
all.”. Mr. Franklin promised to work 
with the Grady board for the upbuild- 
ing of the hospital, and expressed the 
feeling that “under their leadership

Grady hospital has a bright future.” . 
“I shall always be glad to see and. 


to talk with people whom I can help, 
aud particularly with those who feel 
that they have a grievance,” said Mr. 
Franklin. “This applies to all classes 
and individuals, large or small, white 
or colored.

AND COMMONS SEEN 


LONDON, April 22.—(/)—A clash 
between the lords and commons was 
foreshadowed tonight by the rejection 
by the house of lords of two of the 
most important clauses ‘in the goyr- 
ernment’s agricultural land utilization 
bill which has already passed the com- 
mons, 

The bill was designed to help solve 
unemployment, among other things, 
by putting unemployed persons on the 
land. It proposed to establish an ag- 
ricultural land corporation, capitalized 
at $5,000,000 from the public treas- 
ury for experimental farming.

Conservative peers, and several lib- 
erals, combined to throw out the 
clauses establishing the corporation 
and empowering it to buy land for 
demonstration farming. 

Indignation was expressed tonight 
in labor quarters against the action 
of the lords and a clash between the 
two houses was considered inevitable 
when the bill is returned to the com- 
mons.

“The well-being of the bodies of 
men cannot be excluded from the pur- 
view of the Christian church. The 
spirit lives in and manifests itself 
through the flesh. God never meant 
a regal spirit to be hampered by a 
diseased and suffering. body as the 
deficient organ of its activity. Man’s 
body is the base of liis spiritual 
building ; the material is the scaffold- 
ing of the eternal. As such it_is the 
crown of all creation, There is no 
mechanism so nearly perfect. It is 
the marvel of those who give them- 
selyes to the study of anatomy. God 
fashioned it after a plan that af- 
forded the best form. in which divinity 
could become incarnate when in the 
fullness of time Jesus Christ. should 
manifest in the flesh the fullness of 
the godhead bodily. The lofty con- 
ception of St. Paul was this: a hu- 
man body the temple of the living 


God, 
First-Class Body Needed.y 

“The human body, therefore, is no 
mean or insignificant thing in the 
unfoldment:-of the divine plan. ‘The 
first thing needful to be a first-class 
man is to have a first-class body.

PLYMOUTH, England, April 22.— 
Haunted by the ghost of his fame as 
‘Colonel Lawrence of Arabia, 
craftsman I. KE. Shaw Wednesday re- 
vealed for the first time how he sac- 
rificed rank and honor, picked a new 
name at random from the army list 
and became a private in the air force 
to get away from his war-time reputa- 


tion. 

This little Irishman, who, as colo- 
nel in the British army, reigned su- 
preme in the Arabian desert during 
the great war, told me of his efforts 
to forget . . . and be forgotten. He 
explained how even since he entered 
the air force as a subordinate. govern- 
ments all over the world have accused 
him of betng the force behind native 
uprisings in their territories. 

The man who induced thousands of 
Arabs to rise against the Turks in 
the desert while Allenby’s guns pound- 
ed at Turkish divisions in Palestine 
deprecated fame, riches and worldly 


pleasures, He told me how he sighed 


| to be left alone. 


“After my job in the Arab war was 
done,” .he said, “I went to see a 
friend of mine in the war office. I 
told him I was sick and tired of rank 
and wanted to enlist in the air force. 
At first he, was astonished. Then he 
saw that I was in earnest. ‘All right. 
he said, ‘but you'll have to. change 
vour name,’ The inference was that 
Colonel Lawrence could not possibly 
be allowed to enlist as a private. So 
I agreed. 

Chose Name at Random. 

“Then came the search for a new 
name. ‘What about taking yours?’ 


right then,’ I retorted. ‘I'll take the 
first one syllable name I find in the 


army list.’ 

“My friend sent for the book. It 
was opened. I, ran my finger down 
a page and stopped at the name Shaw. 

“It has been suggested that I took 
the name because of my friendship 
an dadmiration for: Bernard Shaw. 
Quite incorrect. I did, however apol- 
ogize to him for having.chosen it and 
explained how it happened. G. B.S. 
replied to this: “That's all right,’ .he 
wrote, ‘the more Shaws there ‘are 
the greater is S-h-a-w.’”’ 

But the fact that Lawrence changed 
his name did not prevent reports from 
being circulated frory. time to time.

“Bobby Jones Golf Course.” That 
project was conceived and located 
for a double purpose; first, to sig-

OUR COUNTRY BANKERS. 


The Country Bankers’ Association 
of Georgia is in its fifteenth annual 
Session in this city, considering the 
financial problems with which they 
have to deal daily in the intimate

Because he deals in thousands of 
dollars instead of millions and bil- 
lions in no wise detraats from his 
importance and value to community 
life everywhere. He is the financial 
philosopher, friend and stand-by of 
his fellow citizens, ministering to 
their thrift, enterprises and eco- 
nomic advancement. 

In a state so largely rural and so 
dependent upon the financing of 
agricultural interests the country 
banker occupies a position of indis- 
pensable usefulness. The» state is 
fortunate in having now this large 
association of competent and confi- 
dence-invested country bankers.

Doughboys 
Decided. 


American soldiers decided the war, 
said Field Marshal von Mackensen, 
one of Germany’s greatest military 
geniuses, when he broke 11 years’ ob- 
‘stinate silence on his impressions of 
America’s entrance into the war. 


Writing in the Falkenwalde Bode, a- 


small home-town paper of Herr von 
Mackensen, the aged field marshal 
made some unusual declarations in 
the course of which he stated: 


“In 1917 America’s soldiers looked 
as our men and those of our enemies 
in 1914. They were excellent sol- 
diers. America had scarcely any real 
military leaders to speak of, as far 
as I could judge from my standpoint, 
but it must be remembered that it 
takes long, arduous years to train 
officers. «he importance of America’s 
intervention centered above all in its 
influence on the morale of the troops. 
For the French especially it meant a 
feeling of victory; for us a relative 
defeat, 

“Whatever the outcome has been, 


we Germans carry no rancer against’ 


anybody, and least of all against 
America. It was an honorable fight 
once it started, although Germany is 
criminally maligned when it is said 
the she was responsible for the out- 
break of the war, President Hinden- 
burg has already told the world that 
our hands were clean. In that knowl- 
edge our hearts are at rest and con- 
fident of the future. Germany is a 
great nation that is not forever go- 
ing to smart under a lie. History 
will vindicate us and our actions.” 

Field Marshal Mackensen is of the 
type of President Hindenburg, a mat 
of his word and a man of iron. When 
Hindenburg was elected president he 
wrote the kaiser asking him to relieve 
him of his oath of loyalty for the sake 
of Germany's welfare. Mackensen has 
never abjured the kaiser and there- 
fore he remains a monarchist. In 
the field marshal’s mind, monarchy is 
the ideal form of government for 
Germany. He has given his oath to 
the kaiser and has not been released. 
Therefore he remains’ silent on the 
failings of his monarch. But since 
his last return from Doorn when he 
was snubbed by Wilhelm for not ap- 
pearing in uniform, Mackensen has 
not mentioned monarchy in_ his 
speeches. He sees his mission now in 
preaching work, idealism and, above 
all, courage to his followers. 

Mackensen admits, however, that 
the idea of a hereditary monarchy is 
greatly weakened, especially among 
the youth of the country. And then 
he declared that there is the matter 
of the Anschluss, the attachment 
of Austria to Germany over which 
the French are so alarmed because 
they fear it will mean a restoration 
of the monarchy. 

“Sooner or later, indeed, Germany 
will be joined by her Austrian broth- 
ers—but this all-German state will 
create new difficulties for monarchy, 
Austria’s Catholics would not approve 
of the nomination of a Hohenzollern. 
They are Protestants. 

“The dynasty of Wittersbach and 
the dynasty of Wettin are Catholic 
to which Prussia and other parts of 
Germany would not agree. These 
problems are not of extreme importance 
right now. We must realize that the 
general situation has changed, The 
farmers and agrarians, who have al- 
ways been conservative, have lost 
power. German industry has become 
a tremendous factor. Some say it has 
doubled in strength. Its millions of 
workers are socialists and communists 
at present. The big thing for us is 
to remember that only if all Germans 
work together can they hope for bet- 
ter times for the fatherland. 

“What I am striving for now is to 
teach all whom I meet the great rule: 
‘First. be a German, and then, if you 
must, belong to a party; but that 
only long after you have attended to 
all your duties as a German.’”

They know all that—and the sad 

feature of their case is that they are 
not ashamed of standing in the bread- 
line of the state!

Proud Names and Traditions. 


When the state was organized upon 
recommendation of the Continental 
Congress after the adoption of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, the constitu- 
tion of 1777 was made and in it the 
state was divided into eight counties— 
Wilkes, Richmond, Burke, Effingham, 
Chatham, Liberty, Glynn and Camden. 

It is unthinkable that the people of 
any one of them, or of the state-at- 
large, would consent to its extinguish- 
ment in any case. They are the basic 
units of the original free common- 
wealth and as such must continue 
monumental by name and tradition. 

It was provided that the “house of 
assembly” might lay out other coun- 
ties, and by 1789, when a new and 
fuller constitution was made, the coun- 


ties of Washington, Greene and Frank- | 


lin had been added. 
In 1798 a yet newer constitution 
was framed and in it the 11 counties 


had grown to 24, the additional 13. 


being McIntosh, Bryan, Screven, Mont-

The Fulton-DeKalb Proposal. 

There is a proposal now put forth 

through the Atlanta borough council to 
effect a consolidation of Fulton and 
DeKalb counties, under one general 
city government. 
The proposition has a good econom- 
ic basis and there are attractive rea- 
sons that can be advanced’ for its sup- 
port. 

But it is obvious that the propo- 
nents of it have not considered the 
constitutional objections against it. 

There is no authority granted to the 
general assembly to merge or consoli- 
date counties. The only provision 
made for that purpose in the constitu- 
tion is one providing that “any coun- 


| ty may be dissolved and merged with 


contiguous counties, by a two-thirds 
vote of the qualified electors OF 
SUCH COUNTY, voting af an election 
held for that purpose.” 

That provision is self-executing and 
any act of the legislature relating to 
it or adding to it is unnecessary and 
clearly unconstitutional,

A New Amendment Needed. 


The constitution provides fully for 
the consolidation of county and munic- 
ipal governments WITHIN A COUN- 
It does not give any power to 
the general assembly to provide for a 
consolidation of Fulton and DeKalb 
counties and the creation of a single 
government over the merged territo- 
ries, as is proposed in the Lyle resolu- 
tion adopted by the Atlanta borough 
council, 

The proposition often mooted, and 
indorsed by Mayor Key in his address 
to the Civitan Club on Tuesday, to 
consolidate the whole of Fulton coun- 
éy including the city under one gen- 
eral government, is provided for in the 
state constitution. (Article XI, Sec- 
tion 1, Paragraph 2-A.) 

But it does not allow such consoli- 
dation in a case where a municipality 
of one county overlaps a county line 
and takes in a part of another county, 
as happens in our Atlanta situation. 

* * * ” 


The Legislature Is Powerless. 

In order to merge Fulton and De- 
Kalb counties, without DeKalb volun- 
tarily merging with Fulton, and to 
establish one municipal government for 
both, abolishing the county set-ups, a 
constitutional amendment for that ex- 
press purpose must be obtained from 
the legislature and the people of the 
state-at-large. 

Why? 


Because the constitution expressly 
Says: 

“The powers herein granted shaH 
not be extended to cities, municipali- 
ties, or towns and cities, and towns 
and municpalities, the corporate limits 
of which are:-included within more 
than one county, nor shall said pow- 
ers herein granted be extended to the 
counties in which said cities or towns, 
or towns or municipalities and cities, 
and towns and municipalities are lo- 
cated,”

Million Trees Planted 
On First Arbor Day 


More than a million trees were 
planted on the first Arbor Day to 4 
observed: in this country, according 
to information in an article prepared 
or the Davey Tree Expert Company. 

The article in part is as follows: 

“The founder of the day was Julius 
Sterling Morton, secretary of agricul- 
ture under, President Cleveland. When 
a young man Mr. Morton lived in 
Nebraska. Only about 3 per cent of 
the state had any trees when the 
young Mortons started their career 
in Nebraska, and more and more Mr. 
Morton became convinced that the big- 
gest thing the state needed was to 
plant trees, and more and more trees 
—and net only in Nebraska, but any- 
where where trees were not. His feel- 
ing about it reached a head when in 
January of 1872 -he formulated the 
following resolution which he_ pre- 
sented at the annual meeting of the 
Nebraska State Horticultural So- 
ciety,,.of which he was _ president, 
namely: 

That Wednesday, the 10th day of April, 
1872, be and the same is hereby especially 
set apart and consecrated for tree plant- 
ing in the state of Nebrarcka, and the state 
board of agriculture hereby names it Arbor 
Day: and to urge upon the people of the 
state the vital importance of three planting, 
hereby offer a special premium of $100 to 
the agricultural society of that county of 
Nebraska which shall on that day plant 
properly the largest number of trees, and 
a farm library of $25 worth of books to 
that person who on that day shall plant 
properly in Nebraska the greatest number 
of trees, 

“The resolution was officially adopt- 
ed with a dissenting vote. This res- 
olution was ratified by the state leg- 
islature and approved by Governor 
Furniss, who was a very close friend 
of Mr. Morton. 

“There were more than 1,000,000 
trees planted that first Arbor Day. 
Since that day, hundreds of thousands 
of acres have been planted in Nebras- 
ka: in fact, so enthusiastic did Ne- 
braskans become over the idea that on 
April 4, 1895, the legislature passed 
a resolution that the state be known 
as “the tree planters state.” To this 
day they are still planting, but have 
changed the date of the Arbor Day 
celebration from Apri 10, as pro- 
posed by J. Sterling.Morton, to April 
99 his birthday, thus connecting the 
day and honoring its founder together. 

“It was a simple idea, but a great 
one, and it spread; at first to other 
states nearby; in a few years to near- 
ly every state in the Union; and fi- 
nally “to every state and became na- 
tional: it was taken up by agricnl- 
tural association, by town authorities, 
and by the schools of the country to 
teach the young people the beauty, 
the value and the importance of trees. 
And then it leaped the oceans and 
was taken up by foreign countries—in 
Europe, in the orient, and even to far 
away Australia. 

“Mr. Morton died April 27, 1902.”

“The experiments lead us to certain 
definite conclusions,” says the er. 
“The contagious cold in human beings 
is due to an invisible agent which 
passes readily through filters which 
hold back all ordinary bacteria, and 
in all likelihood belongs to the group 
of so-called submicroscopie viruses, 

“In apes one of the significant ef- 
fects of infection with the filterable 
virus of the common cold is the stim- 
ulation to greatly increase activity of 
any dangerous organism that may 
happen to be present in the upper 
respiratory tract. 

“This we regard as of great impor- 
tance since it seems to explain the 
marked secondary activity in the 
respiratory tracts of such organisms 
is pneumococcus, streptococcus hemo- 
lyticus and the influenza 
which lead to the severe complications 
which sometimes follow the common 
cold and influenza. 

“The next step in the investigation 
is to try to grow the virus of the 
common cold in the test tube outside 
the human body. Should this be suc- 
cessful and there is already reason -to 
think.that it may be, the way will be 
opened for the preparation of a vac- 
cine which may prove useful in pre- 
vention of common colds.”

The chairman presided at a three- 
day conference of the chiefs of 21 
railroad brothers, representing approx- 
imately 95 per cent of the countrys 
1,750, 000 rail employes. 

“re was one of the usual confer- 
ences of the Railway Labor Execu- 
tives Association, called to handle a 
number of matters of mutual concern, 
Mr. Robertson explained. “But wages 
were not discussed.” 

Mr. Robertson. estimated that ap- 
proximately a quarter of a million 
railroad employes are now out of 
work, the largest number at any time 
in recent years. A slight pickup has 
developed in the southwest, he said, 
but there has been no noticeable gen- 
eral improvement in the rail labor 
situation. 

Asked how the unions were meeting 
the unemployment situation in ‘the 
railroad industry, Mr. Robertson said: 

“Those who are w orking are helping 
those out of work.’ 

The brotherhoods, he said, have no 
funds with which to tide over the un- 
employed, and it is largely a_ local 

matter, with lodges and other organi- 
zations helping out.

YNGHING PROBLEMS 


A thorough study of the legal as-
